Plant  I2'i8"  stock  one  foot  apart,  re' 
moving  every  other  one  as  they  grow  in  di' 
ameter.  Clip  for  density.

tall  varieties  in  back,  small  bushy  ones,  as 
Mugho  Pine,  in  front. 


Windbreaks 


Spruces  for  growth  close  to  ground 
are  recommended. 

Lines  3'  apart,  spacing  5'.  100  trees 
would  cover  250  feet. 

Plan  for  planting  a  windbreak  with 
older  trees. 
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
